OPTIMIST OF THE ATOMIC AGE 


By Staying Prepared We Can Buy Time, Dr. Teller Says 


(In this article written for the Associated Press, Dr. 


Edward Teller, physics professor and director of the 
Lawrence Radiation Laboratory, Livermore, tells why 
optimism is critically important in this perilous atomic 
age.)

" • ' LIVERMORE Uft—In Livermore we are working on 
'weapons With one very serious purpose . . . to be pre- 
pared and stay prepared. 
. 


• We believe that as long as we are prepared for war 
—with' big weapons and with small weapons—there will 
•riot be war.

• . I should mention a property of the Russians which 
.1 respect. They are patient and they are taking the long 
view. As long as they know that we are strong I believe 
and I hope there will be peace. 


If we stay well prepared, we can buy one thing. We 


can buy time. And whether it is worthwhile to buy time 
depends on the way you are going to use that time. 


I wili start out by reminding you of one excellent way 


the world has used this time which, I claim, our prepared- 
ness has bought.

AT THE END of World War II Europe was destroyed. 


But I have seen Europe recently. The ruins are cleared 
away. The people live better than they lived before the 
war. These days it seems difficult to have hope, and yet 
there is hope and there is enterprise in Europe, and they 
are going forward more rapidly than any other people in 
the world. 


There is a firm determination this time to work to- 


gether, to tear down old barriers and to forget the hate- 
ful aspects of the past. The hatred that has divided 
Europe for centuries seems to have been wiped out as if 
by a miracle. 


We have helped. We have helped by providing time 


and we have helped by the Marshall Plan. But this re- 
construction and this spiritual revival is, to my mind, 
infinitely more than any help which could have come 
from .the outside. It is a symbol of what one can get if 
one buys time. It is a promise of a brighter future. It is 


s. rebirth of freedom and humanity for hundreds-of mil- 
lions. 


But I want to tell you about something even bigger, 


something which as yet has not been accomplished, which 
is more challenging, more difficult and more frightening: 


The industrial revolution has made our world small. 


It has brought extensive contacts; it has demanded re- 
adjustment between the nations and between peoples. 


Perhaps the first thing that the modern age has 


brought to the continents of Asia, Africa and South 
America, is a feeling of injustice, a feeling of unrest, a 
clear knowledge that a good life is possible and that 
everyone has a right to it. This irresistible movement of 
the backward people has been "called the Revolution of 
Rising Expectations.

WE OURSELVES started this revolution a long time 


ago when we declared that all men are created equal. To 
my mind it is clear what the people of the world want and 
will have is a fulfillment of this promise: All men should 
be equal in dignity and equal in opportunity. This is a 


tremendous challenge. 


In our Declaration of Independence we have issued 


a blank check which will be filled out for more wealth 
than exists now and for more wealth than we can imagine 
that anybody could possibly create. Yet it so happens that 
our forefathers did write this blank check, and all the 
world is aware of this fact. Our credit, our type of so- 
ciety, our very lives depend on whether this promise can 
be converted into reality. Obviously, we cannot charige 
the world by our.unaided efforts. But we are deeply and 
irrevocably committed. . 


I am asking myself what we can 'do to honor this 


great, this magnificent blank check and I cannot tell you. . 
I do not have the'imagination, even on the technical side, 
much less on the political and organizational sides. But 
what little I can think of I will tell you. •

•• The city and county tax bills will be arriving this 


Wgek in the homes and offices of some Long Beach 
property owners. Many of the owners will not receive 
thj tax bills because they will go to the holders of 
mortgages on the property. But the owner will pay 
the bills along with the monthly payments of inter- 
est and principal. Unless they ask for a breakdown of 
the taxes, few of them will realize how much they are 
actually paying in taxes.

'_ The increases in county (ax rates over last year 


are about 5 per cent. The increase in city rates is 
about 4 per cent. Such increases have come to be so 
common taxpayers fail to realize how they h a v e 
mounted over the past several years. This 5 per cent 
increase compounded each year is increasing taxes at 
alarming rates. But the property taxes are but a por- 
tion of what government is actually costing in in- 
creasfid taxes. 


• An idea of what is happening is shown in the 


city budget which shows.net total revenue to the city 
has gone up 23 per cent in the last four years. During 
this period population of the city has increased by 
only 3 per cent. The cost of living index has increased 
about 10 per cent. Thus, the cost of city government 
rms increased seven limes as much as population and 
more than twice as much as the cost of living index.

;• An idea of some of these increases is shown by 


comparing actual expenditures for the 1956-57 budget 
year with the budget for 1959-60. They show general 
purposes up 29 per cent, library up 28 per cent, the 
band up 19 per cent and Recreation Department cost 
up 3'1 per cent. Much the same increases are shown 
for other cities, county and state governments. But it 
is;;apparent these increases in Long Beach cannot be 
justified by increased population. We are paying out 
these increases for approximately the same number of 
residents. 


•• The largest portion of these increased costs has 


been caused by increased pay to city employes and 
their pension and health insurance benefits. But these 
increases are comparable to those in private industry 
for the same period. The activities of many of the de- 
partments have been .increased. A rubbish collection 
charge has been added to the cost for residents and 
gas rates raised to pay more money into the general 
fund. But it all comes out of the pockets of the local 
residents—as do the increased county taxes. The stale 
has increased taxes this year by about 10 per cenl 
through the cigarette, beer and income taxes.

When costs are increased 23 per cent to talce care 


of the same number of people it means we have a 
localized inflation that penalizes everyone in the cily. 
It means more money to government and less money 
for consumer goods. It means the. cost of owning a 
home or operating a business Is less attractive. If such 
expanded costs fail to attract more residents to help 
pay (he costs, it is evident we musl curlail these costs 
or they will destroy values. We have not attracted 
new residents during this period as newly announced 
population figures show. 


;: The apathy of the people is largely responsible 


for increases. They failed to approve consolidation of 
assessing and tax collection with the county which 
would have saved an estimated $280,000 a year. There 
has been no protest against purchase of east beach 
Iqts which will cost an estimated $1,500,000 for four 
short blocks, with no reasonable excuse. The 39 per 
cent increase in recreation costs for the same popula- 
tion is hard to justify. A survey of the budget would 
reveal many such incidents. But the small pressure 
gi'oups favoring these projects find no organized op- 
position—so the apathy of the people permits their 
continued rise.

These are factors each recipient of a tax bill 


should remember when their bills are received this 
month. It should call for all civic groups in the city to 
make studies and residential groups should m a k e 
their voices heard before the City Council if they hope 
to avoid even greater increases next year.—L.A.C.

Smoking during pregnancy 
reduces baby's 
birth 


weight, a reduction that is by no means trivial, reports 
Dr. C. R. Lowe in the British Medical Journal. 


He arrived at this conclusion after checking the smok- 


ing habits of 2.042 pregnant women delivered in six 
Birmingham, England, hospitals. 


The study included 1,155 women who did not smoke 


during pregnancy, 668 who smoked regularly, 181 who 
smoked only during the early months of pregnancy and 
38 who ceased smoking in early pregnancy but resumed 
smoking before delivery. 


The mean weight (6.93 pounds) of infants of mothers 


who smoked during pregnancy was six ounces less than 
that (7.33 pounds) of infants whose mothers never smoked 
during pregnancy.

Male infants of smoking mothers weighed less at birth 


than female infants of non-smokers—a reversal of the 
usual sex difference in birth weight. 


Dr. Lowe says smoking apparently restricts circula- 


tion of blood through the afterbirth, resulting in re- 
tardation of fetal growth. He concludes that smoking 
sometimes is responsible for premature-weight babies. 


This study lends support to the finding of increased 


incidence of premature infants born to smoking mothers, 
previously reported in this column.

BRITISH RESEARCHERS have given relief to per- 


sons suffering from a circulatory disorder in the leg by 
implanting parts of a human afterbirth (placenta) in their 
legs. 


The disorder, called intermittent claudication, is 


marked by painful leg-cramping and lameness, brought 
on by artery disease which has interfered with the leg's 
blood supply. 


Twenty-seven of 37 patients got relief when tiny sec- 


tions of a human placenta were implanted beneath the 
skin of the thigh. Within six hours the patient usually 
experienced a feeling of heat and a tingling in both legs. 


The researchers, who reported their findings in the 


British Medical Journal, believe placental hormones, prob- 
ably estrogen, are responsible for the technique's favor- 
able effect.

A PRACTICAL APPROACH to some infertility prob- 


lems is the formula offered by E. J. Farris, Ph. D., of the 
Farris Institute for Parenthood in Philadelphia. 


To establish the fertile period. Dr. Farris suggests that 


women average three recent consecutive menstrual cycles 
to the nearest whole day and divide this number by two 
to determine the midcycle day. 


Conception, he says, is possible over a range of eight 


days—including the two days prior to ovulation and five 
days after. 


His research shows that 80 per cent of conceptions 


occur on cycle days 11 to 14, About 35 per cent take 
place two days before midcycle and 30 per cent one day 
before midcycle. 


Dr. Farris says the formula is more accurate than ob- 


servation of body temperature curves or changes in 
cervical mucus.

A scanning device will be 


n the 375-pound payload the 
new Atlas-Able rocket will 


try to throw into orbit around 
the moon. U. S. hopes of get- 
ting the first pictures of the 
lunar backside went up in the 
explosion that claimed the 
first Atlas-Able Sept. 24. 


The far side Is the 41 per 


cent of the moon's surface 
which, because its period of 


rotation almost coincides with 
its orbit around the earth, is 
not seen from the mother 
globe. 


Earlier this month, Russia's 


Lunik III was whirled into an 
8-shaped orbit around the 
moon and the earth. The pic 
tures it took of the far side 


were released to the free 
worid this past week. 


The Atlas-Able, standing 


about 125 feet tall and util- 
izing an Atlas ICBM in the 
first stage, is the biggest, 
most powerful space vehicle 
ever put together in the West 
ern Hemisphere, But its satel 


lite is considerably smaller 
than the 602-pound weight of 
the Lunik III payload. 


However, the U. S. lunar 


probe will have several duties 
outside that of taking pic- 
tures. It will study prop- 
erties of space between the 
earth and the moon, the 


lunar body's mass and shape, 
surface details and composi- 
tion of the earth's nearest 
neighbor. 


The picture-taking will be 


done by a facsimile system, 
resembling a television cam- 
era, developed by the Spac* 
Technology Laboratories.

BERKELEY — For 5 minutes and 14 seconds 


Saturday afternoon, the nation's greatest collegiate 
football upset was in the making, but the sputtering 
University of Southern California machine finally 
came to life to scratch out a 14-7 triumph over Cali- 
fornia's Golden Bears. 


A disappointing crowd of 37,000 in Memorial Stadium 


was shocked at 12:33 of the third quarter when the'14"- 
point underdog Bears, who had dropped five straight de- 
cisions, shot in front of the nation's sixth-ranked Trojans, 
7-6. 


However, the Trojans took the next kickoff and 


steamrollered through the Bear line like the Cal defenders 
were paper mache figures to post the winning touchdown 
with only 2:47 gone in the final period. 


' Thus, for the third straight week, the once-impreg- 


nable Trojans were forced to come from behind to eke out 
a narrow triumph over a more lightly-regarded opponent. 


Two Stunning Plays—and Two Scores 


Two stunning plays highlighted the game and both 


were responsible for touchdowns: 


1. Troy fullback Jim Conroy scooped in a screen pass 


from Willie Wood to ankle 65 yards down the right side- 
line and the first Trojan touchdown in the initial period. 


2. Golden Bear guard Pete Domoto plucked a hobbled 


SC ball from the air and returned it 33 yards to the Tro- 
jan 7-yard line, setting up Cal's only score. 


In between those plays, however, most of the action 


was strictly on the ground, the Trojans winning the ruth- 
loss statistics battle there with 287 yards to Cal's 142. 


The ferociously-played defensive struggle was high- 


lighted by the ejection of two Trojans, guard Mike Mc- 
Keever—a stickout again for Troy's muscular defenders— 
and Conroy. Both were booted from the game for per- 
sonal fouls, the ejection being the second in a row for 
Mike "the Knife." 


El Trojan opened the scoring on the dazzling Wood- 


to-Conroy pass play near the end of the first quarter. 
Willie merely flipped the football to his fullback near the 
line of scrimmage and behind a horde of blockers Conroy 
motored beautifully down the right sideline. 


Ferocious Blocking Made TD Easy 
The Trojan blockers mowed down Cal defenders like 


they were shocks of wheat on this play, the key, crushing 
block on the last Golden Bear being applied by halfback 
Lynn Gaskill, ordinarily not the team's finest blocker. 


The attempted conversion misfired when Wood fum- 


bled the pass from center. 


Southern California received two gilt-edged breaks 


in the second quarter, but couldn't capitalize on either. 
The first came when Clark Holden intercepted a Bear pass 
and the second was when Marlin McKeever recovered a 
fumble on Cal's 47. 


SC drove to the Cal one, but in four tries couldn't 


push into the end zone. This was the first time this sea- 
son that any team, had halted SC within the 10-yard line. 


The game remained a rock-and -sock defensive con- 


test until Domoto's unexpected bail steal late in the third 
quarter. Pistol Pete from Berkeley High School picked off 
quarterback Al Prukop's fumble in mid-air and blitzed 33 
yards to the Trojan 7 before ever-present Gaskill collared 
him from behind. 


Three plays later, Cal had its touchdown, with sopho- 


more Jerry Scattini darting off right guard from the one. 
Bill Patton, placekicking in only his second game of the

Schlcredt's 
Passes Ruin 
UCLA. 23-7

Washington's sensational one-eyed quarterback, 


Bob Schloredt, lived up to his advance notices Satur- 
day with another brilliant come-through performance 
as he passed for two touchdowns, scored a third him- 
self and set up a field goal with another spectacular 
aerial maneuver in leading the Huskies to a 23-7 vic- 
tory over the UCLA Bruian before a Coliseum crowd 
of 32,838. 


The victory was the Huskies' sixth in seven starts and 


put them in a commanding position in the Rose Bowl race 
with only three foes remaining to be played—Oregon 
State, California and Washington State. 


It was a bitter blow to the Bruins' hopes of starting 


up the comeback road, the defeat being the third in five 
games against one victory and one tie. 


It appeared as if the Huskies were about to turn In 


one of their "typical" Coliseum games—they hadn't won 
a game in Los Angeles since 1940—when they handed the 
Bruins a touchdown in the opening minutes of play with 
a wild snap from center on a fourth-down play that gave 
UCLA the ball on the Washington one-yard line. 


Bruins Come to Life in 3rd Period 
The Huskies came storming right back to tie it up, 


though, and finally moved out to a 14-7 halftime lead. 


They were in command until the waning moments of 


the third period when the Bruins si'dricnly came to life 
momentarily after recovering a Washington fumble on the 
Husky 43-yard line. 


Up to that point—nine minutes into the second half— 


the Bruins hadn't done a thing except for turning Wash- 
ington's costly centersnap into a touchdown. In fact, the'y 
had made only one first down and a total of 43 yards in 
the first half and only one other first down up to then. : 


But it was touch-and-go for Washington and its vul- 


nerable seven-point lead in the next few minutes. The 
Huskies twice had to stave off UCLA bids to get back into 
the game—recovering Bobby Smith's fumble on the goal 
line to get out of one troublesome situation, and then 
holding the Uclans for downs on the 22-yard line before 
Schloredt pulled them together and got them off the hook 
with a quick move that resulted in George Fleming's 37- 
yard field goal and a safe 17-7 lead with only 6:02 left to 
play. 


Smith Fumbles Again, Huskies Recover 


The final blow to the Bruin cause came just a few sec- 


onds later when Bobby Smith fumbled again on the first 
play following the kickoff, and center George Pitt rccov- 
ered on the UCLA 35. 


On the very first play, Schloredt passed the 35 yards 


to end Lee Folkins for the final touchdown that made it 
23-7. 


Despite the fact that their passing clicked whenever 


they took to the air, the Huskies for some strange reason 
stuck mainly to the ground most of the afternoon . . . 
•throwing only 12 times. They completed seven of them, 
four of which did most of the damage.

Washington supporters were given a rude jolt at the 


very outset of the game when on what appeared to be a . 
routine fourth-down punt situation from the Husky 35, 
a bad pass from center sailed over Schloredt's head. The

pike lured 24 Southern Californians—four from Long 
Beach—to Lac La Ronge in the second annual Ham 
Bennett mass flight this year, and, as they landed at 
Los Angeles, they started planning the third trip for 
1960. 


And why not? They brought home 1,300 pounds of 


trout and pike fillets! Where else in North America can 
24 men return with such rich rewards for a fishing trip? 


The Long Beach men making the trip in September 


were Fire Chief Frank Sandeman; Lee Boswell, 3902 Cali- 
fornia Ave.; Len Bendinger, 744 Santiago Ave., and Walter 
Scott, 4255 Chestnut Ave. 


Also, for the first time, two women, Barbara Dukes 


and Beth Eaton, both of Burbank, joined the crowd this 
year, and gave a remarkable exhibition of fishing in one 
of Canada's most famous lakes. 


Gene Aylesworth, president of the International Asso- 


ciation of Spin-Fishing Clubs and a member of the 1958 
party; Dick Graves, of the Long Beach Spin-Fishing Club, 
and this writer reviewed the 1959 trip last week at the 
Hal Roach Studios in Culver City.

The answer, ac- 
cording to the institute (a 
private, industry-supported 
organization advising more 
than 30,000 member corpo- 
rations on all aspects of 
business life), was surpris- 
ingly unanimous: "They'd 
be crazy not to."

Jack Knows How 
to Outpull Bull

WACK M A K LEY'S a guy who 
' 
throws the bull and nobody lifts 


an eyebrow—even an eyelash width. 


The 28-year-old L o n g B e a c h - 


-.raised man is a prime beef tosser and 


is a four-lime area rodeo champion, 
lie's won three championship saddles, 
1955, 1958 and 1959, In the Cowboy 
Association of America bulldogging 
division and the 1957 team roping 
saddle in the Western Cowboy Assn. 
competitions. 


Currently he's rated fourth in the 


state in "open class" (non-members 
of the Rodeo Association of America) 
in bulldogging, according to Western 
Approved Rodeos, a branch of West- 
ern Fairs Assn. "I was second up to 
a month or so ago," said Makley, "but 
I haven't been c o m p e t i n g in the 
north." 


All of Makley's titles are for ama- 


teur competition. 


"But I'm planning to go profes- 


sional," he said. "There's some $3 mil- 
lion a year in professional prize mon- 
ey won in the United States in rodeos 
each year," he explained. 


EVEN IN THE amateurs, rodeo 


work pays off, says Makley. "I paid 
a $60 entry fee for three events at 
Barstow last year: team roping, calf 
roping and bulldogging. I placed in 
all three: first in calf rope; seconds 
in team roping and bulldogging and 
won $485 in prizes. Over a period of 
a year it pays off." 


Makley's fastest time bulldogging 


is 2.5 seconds. "That was in practice," 
he admitted. "My fastest time in a 
rodeo was 3.3 seconds over a six-foot 
barrier. Fastest professional time I 
know of is 2.3 or 2.4 seconds." 


HE OWNS TWO quarter horses, 


each 9 years old. He's trained them 
himself and figures they're as good as 
they come. 


"And a rodeo cowboy is only as 


good as his horse will let him be," 
Makley points out. One of them, Sor- 
ley, he figures to be worth -about 
$3,500. His other horse. Jigger, is 


one of the best in the country, accord- 
ing to Makley, although it's not as 
valuable money-wise. 


"Jigger stands calm in the box— 


that's where a horse can make or 
break you. If he hreaks the barrier, 
you've got a 10-second penalty to 
overcome." 


MAKLEY TIPS the scales at JGO 


pounds and just from looking at his 
5-fool tall figure, you'd think no bull 
would be impressed. But he's rugged 
enough to handle any of the up to 
000-pound steers in amateur compe- 
tition and feels able to hold his own 
against the up to 900-pounders he 
would come up against as a profes- 
sional. 


Actually, Makley is not a cowboy 


—except on weekends. He's superin- 
tendent for the Indoor Weather Co., 
a heating and ventilating firm in Ana- 
heim. He's never punched cows or 
worked on a ranch. 


But he was raised just a hoot and 


a holler from horses. His parents still 
live at 3200 Golden Ave., where as a 
boy of 15, he had acquired his first 
horse, and had some experience at 
the Long Beach Mounted Guard club- 
house corral on Golden Ave. 


HE TRIED his hand at nearly all 


phases of rodeo competition-—roping 
calves and steers, bulldogging, bronc 
busting, bare;back bronc riding, even 
bullfighting. 


His bullfighting was as a clown in 


a rodeo. 


"I gave that up. I n e v e r was 


chewed up but there was always the 
chance. I've though of starting again 
but I haven't had the time. 


"I'm just roping and bulldogging 


now," he said. 'They say it's danger- 
ous work, but after you do it a while, 
it's just like going to work on any 
other job. I've had my nose broken 
twice; I was hooked by a steer's horn 
in the mouth (it healed so it's not at 
all noticeable); broke an ankle bone 
and pulled the ligaments in my leg— 
nothing to worry about."

TV Monitors 
the Trains 


By Joe Houston 


DRAINS NOW can be monitored by 


television, using video tape. 
Pictures of moving trains can be 


taken on the railroad line and flashed 
within seconds to wherever they are 
desired. 


From study of the picture, the 


yardmaster knows both the car num- 
bers and their sequence in the in- 
coming train and can plan according- 
ly. When the freight yard has a com- 
plete picture of a train several hours 
before it enters a yard, the car types 
and numbers can be chocked to keep 
each car heading toward its correct 
destination. Also, the information can 
be used to plan the make-up of new 
trains from arriving cars. 


THIS IS THE WAY the Video- 


graph system works, according to the 
Stanford Research Institute of Mcnlo 
Park: 


An unattended television camera 


is set up beside the railroad tracks at 
an outlying station. 
When a train 


passes, floodlights are automatically 
turned on, and the camera begins re- 
cording images of the cars as they 
pass by. The picture is flashed by 
coaxial cable or microwave relays to 
the desired point. There, the Video- 
graph printout immediately turns out 
a clear, printed picture of the train on 
a running two^inch-wide paper-tape. 


Most railroads now get car infor- 


mation from employes who walk past 
the trains to check and record num- 
bers and types while they are stopped 
at outlying stations. This data is then 
telegraphed or phoned to the next 
change point. Some lines, however, 
use conventional closed-circuit tele- 
vision by manually recording car 
numbers because the usual TV fram- 
ing rates tend to blur numbers un- 
less the trains move slowly. 


The new system employs a ver- 


sion of the Videograph electrostatic 
printer developed by SRI. It is a bigh 
speed duplicator which uses television 
methods. A camera that is especially 
designed to transmit a sharp, clear 
signal, looks at the material to be 
reproduced. It then sends its signal 
by coaxial cable or microwave to the 
printing equipment. The signal depos- 
its electrical charges on a continuous 
paper tape, and these charges corre- 
spond to the dark areas of the image. 
The tape is dusted with black powder 
which clings to the charged portions 
of the surface. Then the powder is 
heated and pressed into the paper to 
make a permanent record. 


DURING TESTS to check the 


feasibility of the new system of TV 
monitoring trains, the SRI mounts a 
TV camera on a truck where flood- 
lights are set up at the railroad 
tracks. Mobile microwave equipment 
also stands by to relay the image. 


The taped TV pictures make for 


the accurate communication vital to 
running a railroad. The same equip- 
ment could be used for communica- 
tion between 
other elements of a 


large railroad. For instance, another 
study, made for the Denver & Rio 
Grande Western, shows that it works 
well for transmission of printed ma- 
terial such as way-bills, much more

The Vanishing Walrus 


WF SOMETHING is not done 
* to protect the Pacific wal- 
rus, it may become extinct 
within a decade! Though con- 
servationists are aware of 
this, chances are slim for 
passing 
legislation, 
which 


should be both national and 
international to guarantee the 
' animal's survival. 


Each year some 10,000 wal- 


rus are hunted and killed. 
During the same period only 
half that many are born. With 
a total walrus population of 
45,000 there is little hope that 
the animal can maintain itself 
against its greatest enemy— 
man. According to Dr. John 
L. Buckley of the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice, less than half the wal- 
ruses killed or wounded are 
recovered. 


Today the Pacific walrus is 


practically 
confined to the 


Arctic Circle, though once its 
range extended to the British 
coasts and to Virginia. 


EACH 
SPRING 
Eskimos 


enter the Bering Sea in old 
whaling boats 
and 
native 


umiaks to hunt the migrating 
animal. At this season the 
walrus herds move north with 
their young. Eskimos depend 
upon a five-week season to 
provide 
them with walrus 


meat for the ensuing year. 


' Such adventure is always 


potentially dangerous, for the 
animal can easily 
sink a 


small boat with its tusks. 
The Eskimos eat great quan- 
tities of walrus meat as well 
as the fat, or blubber, after 
they remove the oil to burn 
in their lamps. They use the 
hide for roofs, harnesses, and 
boat 
coverings, 
while the 


ivory tusks are carved and 
sold to traders. 


THE WALRUS gets its 


name from the Swedish word, 
hvalross, "whale-horse." The 
Pacific 
walrus 
has 
larger 


tusks than the Atlantic wal- 
rus. It has an external ear-

passage—though no external 
ears_and very thick, bristly 
whiskers. 


The devoted walrus mother, 


who bears one baby every 
two years, will give her life 
for her young. The little wal- 
rus rides on his mother's 
back, relying upon her milk 
for more than a year. At the 
end of that time, his tusks 
having grown big enough for 
him to seek food on his own, 
the calf digs for shellfish. 


Fat, 
wrinkled 
walruses, 


giant mammals related to the 
seal, sprawl on ice floes in 
the Arctic seas. Growing ten 
to twelve feet 
long, they 


weigh from a ton to a ton 
and a half. Unlike seals, how- 
ever, they grow two large 
ivory tusks that curve down- 
ward from the upper lips. 
The tusks may grow as long 
as two feet and be four inches 
thick, weighing more than ten 
pounds apiece. 


Using their flippers, 
the 


awkward animals waddle off 
into the sea and swim down 
as deep as 200 feet to dig 
with their tusks for their • 
menu of clams and oysters. 
Every few minutes they may 
be seen coming up for air. At 
last they hoist their huge 
bodies back onto the ice by 
grasping it with their flippers 
and using their tusks as 
grappling hooks. 


When a herd sleeps on the 


ice, it leaves a sentinel to 
stand guard. Nevertheless, it 
is not difficult for a polar 
bear to pass by the sentinel 
undetected and kill one of the 
animals. With a loud roar the 
rest of the herd scrambles 
into the water. Each mother 
slides her young to security, 
shoving it with her chest and 
guiding it with her fore-flip- 
pers. 


A REAL monster of the 


deep, 
strange 
and 
awful 


stories were told of the wal- 
rus by early voyagers to the 
Arctic seas. However, Captain 


Cook gave a very different 
account of his impressions of 
the walruses he saw on the 
north coast of America. "They 
lie in herds of many hundreds 
on the ice," he said, "huddling 
over one another like swine 
and lie like a herd of pigs 
in a yard. They roar so loudly 
that at night, or in foggy 
weather, they gave us notice 
of the vicinity of the ice be- 
fore we could see it. We 
never found the whole herd 
asleep, some being always on 
the watch. 


"These, on the approach of 


the boat, would awaken those 
next to them. The alarm was 
thus gradually communicated 
so that the whole herd awoke 
presently. But they were sel- 
dom in a hurry to get away 
until after they had once been 
fired at. Then they would 
tumble over one another into 
the sea in utmost confusion. 
They did not appear to us to 
be that 
dangerous 
animal 


Which authors have described 
—not even when attacked. 
Vast numbers of them would 
follow us and come up close 
to the boats. But the flash of 
the musket in the pan, or the 
bare pointing of it, would 
send them down in an in- 
stant." 


A YOUNG WALRUS, kept 


for some time by members 
of the Jackson-IIarmsworth 
Expedition, was found to be 
an amusing pet. One kept on 
board a Dundee whaler used 
to sleep w.iih an Eskimo dog 
and got into the same kennel 
with it. It ate blubber and salt 
pork but liked the sailors' 
pea soup better than anything 
else. Most sociable, unable to 
bear being alone, it would 
tumble down the hatchway 
to seek the society of its be- 
loved sailors and scramble 
into the cabin if the door was 
open. When it fell ill, before 
it died, it seemed most grate- 
ful for any attention shown 
to it.

ASIDE FROM THE obvious 


economic considerations un- 
derlying the plan, another sit- 
uation has prompted the Do- 
lans' decision to minimize 
their living pattern. The resi- 
dential needs of the family 
have been radically reduced 
with the maturity of two sons. 
In short, the Dolans like mil- 
lions of other "grown up" 
families, no longer have need 
for such a large house. 


What now constitutes the 


entry, living room, hallway 
and three bedrooms will be 
eliminated from the future 
scheme of things. The den- 
study will become the main 
living area—a space that, by 
means of modernization, will 
join the kitchen in one con- 
vivial area for informal fam- 
ily living. One bedroom and 
bath will remain intact; a 
second bedroom, d r e s s i n g 
area and bath will be created 
out of the space now occu- 
pied by an attached garage. 
(A new separate garage will 
be built in its place.) 


Meanwhile, there are many 


points of interest in this 
unique 
masonry 
structure 


which will remain unchanged: 
thick masonry walls will con- 
tinue to offer maintenance- 
free exterior, a richly tex- 
tured interior plus the prop- 
erty of natural insulation. 
And, of course, the house 
will remaii luxuriously sit- 
uated to enjoy its "front row 
center" vista of the canal, a 
proximity ideal for this, fam- 
ily of boating enthusiasts.

The Horseman Who

Four Horsemen, once rode 
rampant to the terror of 
whole populations, but today 
is held in check by modern 
scientific methods. These in- 
clude the control of the ro- 
dent hordes which ignorance 
once permitted to roam un- 
curbed. 


Rats 
which 
invade 
the 


haunts of man are the great- 
est foes among the rodents, 
and seaport cities where ships 
from ports of all the world 
call to trade are among the 
principal danger centers. In- 
fected rats carry such di- 
seases as bubonic and pneu- 
monic plague, endemic ty- 
phus, certain types of dysen- 
tary and other ailments. 


Continual war against rats 


is carried on. In Long Beach, 
wharves, jetties, rocks and 
breakwaters are policed daily 
by men who carry poison to 
places that rats are likely to 
frequent. Constant vigilance 
is maintained in other suspect 
areas of the city. These are 
the measures of safety. 


Dr. Irving D. Litwack, Long 


Beach Health Officer, says, 
"If the safeguards were lifted, 
plague and other rat-borne 
diseases could run rampant 
again as they did in past 
c e n t u r i es. Fortunately we 
have a network of Health De- 
partments providing a serv- 
ice that makes such epidem- 


ics impossible under present 
safeguards." 


RATS HAVE BEEN a prob- 


lem in the United 
States 


since the earliest settlers ar- 
rived in ships on which the 
pests came as stowaways. 
They are also brought in daily 
with cargo on ships, by rail 
or on trucks. 


One - protective measure 


on ships is rat guards (see 
photos). They are large cir- 
cular metal disks placed on 
all chains, hawsers, ropes or 
lines of any kind that ex- 
tends from ships tied up in 
the harbor. The guards block 
passage of the rats on or off 
the vessel along these easier 
routes. Although they can 
still juinp off and also can 
find ways to board 
ships. 


They are more clever than 
most animals and have great 
ability in concealing them- 
selves. 


The alien rats may be dis- 


tinguished from the native 
wood rat by their scaly tails 
and coarser hair. There are 
three types: 


The rattus Norvegicus is 


the largest and fiercest of the 
three. It is known as the 
house, wharf, sewer or Nor- 
way rat. Its overall measure- 
ment is 16 inches and it 
weighs an average of 12 
ounces, although specimens 
up to 24 ounces have been 
found. It is brown in color, 
has coarse" body hair, -small

San Francisco in 1915. After 
the fair it was sold without 
Fraser's knowledge to Moon- 
ey Park. Fraser had no model 
for this statue. It grew out 
of his life among the Sioux 
Indians when he was a small 
boy in Dakota Territory. He 
played with the Indian chil- 
dren and liked them and their 
games. 
Hunters, 
wintering 


with the Indians, stopped, 
over to visit his grandfather: 
On one occasion he heard a 
bearded old hunter remark 
bitterly, "The Injuns will all 
be driven into the Pacific 
Ocean." 


THE THOUGHT so im- 


pressed the boy that he could 
not forget it. "In fact," said 
Fraser, "it created a picture 
in my mind which eventually 
became 
'The End of 
the 


Trail.' I liked the Indians, 
and could^not see why-they 
were to be pushed into the 
Pacific." 


The first model of "The 


End of the Trail" was fin- 
ished when Fraser was 17. 
When he was 20, he took 
the model and went to Paris 
where he studied at Ecole 
des Beaux Arts and Colorassi 
and Academic Julian. While 
in Paris "The End of the 
Trail" won a $1,000 prize for' 
the best work of art, paint- 
ing or sculpture in an exhi- 
bition of work by Americans. 
Fraser was asked to make a 
replica of it for the San Fran- 
cisco World's Fair, which he 
did. It was reported that 
$250,000 worth 
of 
photo- 


graphs were 
sold 
of 
the 


statue, but of this Fraser 
received nothing. 


When the exposition closed 


the Tulare County Board of 


Forestry obtained the statue 
and shipped it in knocked- 


down form for reassembly in 
the park. It has been coated 


with dark paint to protect 
the plaster-like substance of 


which it is made and which 
is subject to weather erosion.

rat is found only near salt 
water. It is more common on 
vessels than Norway rats, but 
all these aliens travel on car- 
go ships. 


IN A LABORATORY ex- 


periment a pair of Norway 
rats multiplied to 1,500 in a 
year. They start breeding at 
three months, produce 3 to 
10 litters a year and each 
litter may number 10 to 20 
young. 


"Wild life is one of the 


reservoirs of plague germs," 
Dr. Litwach says. "It is from 
infected 
wild 
animals that 


many of the fleas come that 
infect the rats. We can con- 
trol the urban population of 
rats, but the Sylvanis or rur- 
al type of plague carried by 
wild animals is difficult to 
reach. Urban rats may either 
become infected by fleas from

There is al- 
ways a problem to fight." 


The ornamental date palms

The cost to the city was 
$2.607,975. Constant vigilance 
has been maintained since.

pestilence and great are their 
achievements—but the assist- 
ance of all of the people is 
necessary to complete con- 
trol. Rat-proofing is making 
definite headway in the battle 
but some areas cannot be so 
treated and other methods 
are constantly necessary to 
control the rodents. Keeping 
food out of the reach of rats 
and destroying their hiding 
and nest places are effective 
measures that anyone may 
practice.

CONTRARY lo legend, one 


of American folklore's 


most famous "outlaws" did 
not die with his boots on. 
Neither did he die with a 
pistol in his hand. The rec- 
ords actually show that Billy 
the Kid was murdered by a 
sheriff of the then Territory 
of New Mexico who gave him 
no chance to surrender and 
lied later when, in a report 
to his Governor, he said the 
Kid was armed with a gun. 


William Lee Hamlin, a re- 


tired attorney 
of 
Whitticr, 


Calif, conducted extensive in- 
vestigations over the years in 
New Mexico—dug deep into 
old legal records, interviewed 
citizens "who were there"— 
and comes up with what he 
calls a "posthumous brief for 
William 
H. Bonney" titled 


"THE TRUE S T O R Y OF 
BILLY THE KID" (The Cax- 
ton Printers, Ltd., $6). 


Hamlin talked with m e n 


and women who knew the 
Kid personally, others who 
actually participated in the 
Lincoln C o u n t y "war" of 
1878 in which Billy was in- 
volved a n d , he writes, "it 
was their collective opinion 
that the youth . . ." slain 
when only 21 by Sheriff Pat 
Garrett "... though not al- 
ways blameless, was neither 
a ruthless renegade nor 
a 


killer, and that he was more 
frequently allied with forces 
of the law than not." 


Billy is pictured as an al- 


ways - s m i l i n g , happy and 
friendly kid. His relationship 
with the n a t i v e Mexican- 
Americans was marked by an 
easy camaradie and mutual 
respect, a hoy whose promise 
of executive clemency (in ex- 
change for his testimony as 
a witness at a murder trial) 
was ignored by Gov.

These Deer Are Dears

'W'HESE egg shells have a large hole pricked out of 


one side so they may be glued flat on a small 


card. 


First the shells are lightly sanded to remove oil 


and stains, then glued on cards. 


Trace the head and tail patterns on plain filing 


cards as they are of light weight and make firm buses. 
Curve the base of. the neck to fit the form of the 
shell. Decide which side to paint the features, for 
some heads can be turned to look back, others to face 
forward. Put heads on the round end of shell. 


Put a line of white glue at Ihe curve edge, allow 


to become tacky. If the curve is right, it will then 
stick fast to the shell on contact. 


Small ribbon bows in gold, red or green glued at 


the neck make them festive. 


Make a black curve with water paint or ink, where 


the back leg bends. Attach the paper tail. 


Drawings show head and -'tail outlines ready to be cut 
out and glued to egg shells. Curves should fit shells.

*T 83, MOTHER Fanny 


Tracy's zest for living is 


as 
undiminished 
as 
when 


she embarked on an ostrich- 
raising fling at 29, or decided 
to start ranching on her own 
at the age of 70. 


A perpetual pioneer, "Moth- 


er Tracy 
of Buttonwillow, 


near Bakersfield, now is en- 
gaged in one of her deepest 
interests—guiding into useful 
manhood the latest of the 
more than 16 youths 
from 


broken homes she has taken 
under her wing. 


SHE IS UP at 5 a.m., has a 


cup of coffee, reads the local 
paper and works on her auto- 
biography. 


The autobiography will re- 


call a long life that has en- 
thralled all who have met her 
with her undaunted enthusi- 
asm and physical and mental 
ability. 


She was born in 1877 in 


Clements, San Joaquin Coun- 
ty, where her father, C. W. 
Rowlec, farmed. When she 
was 8 the family homestead- 
ed in the Pond area, west of 
Delano, later moving to Jer- 
ry Slough (now known as 
Buttonwillow) 
in the wild 


desert land of Kern County. 


She worked in a Visalia 


cannery, attended Chico Nor- 
mal School and became a 
teacher. 
She 
taught 
two 


years at Buttonwillow before 
marrying William Tracy. The 
couple had five children—all 
with families still living on 
the Tracy ranch which today 
spreads over 10,000 acres. 


MOTHER 
TRACY began 


raising the first ostriches in 
California in 1906 after read- 
ing about them in a maga- 
zine. It was the era of feath- 
ers and plumes and she im- 
ported a pair of 18-month-old 
"chicks" from Arizona. She 
named 
them Phoenix 
and 


Tempe and the bill came to 
$555, i n c l u d i n g $55 for 
freight charges. The austeri- 
ties of World War I put a 
stop to this frilly enterprise. 


Then, in 1953, the entire 


population of Buttonwillow 
watched fascinated as Fanny 
took a fancy to 
Chinese 


white geese. She brought in 
2100 from New Mexico and 
turned them loose in the cot- 
ton fields. The geese gobbled 
up everything but the cotton 
plants and soon other Kern 
County cotton - growers were 
bringing in their own "wced- 
ers." 


Today 
chickens 
are the 


only birds Mrs. Tracy keeps 
on her personal 12-acre farm, 
although the boggy rice fields 
nearby are popular with vari- 
eties of birds and 
water 


fouls. 


FANNY STARTED t h i s 


new farm about 12 years ago. 
She had been staying with 
her sons and daughters fol- 
lowing the death of her hus- 
band in 1942, but she wanted 
to express her own individ- 
uality. 


"Here I'm boss," she ex- 


plains. 


There was a sparkle in her 


eyes as she recalled, the.deci- 
sion to go'out on her own. 


Between bites of home-made 
pie, from her ranch grown 
apples, she r e c a l l e d for 
guests, 


"People said, 'What can an 


old lady of 70 do?' " 


She told how she sent car- 


penters to move in an old 
house which she had roofed 
and repaired. She used an old 
oil barrel as a stove and 
camped out at the site until 
she could occupy her new 
home a couple of miles from 
where her oldest son, Cecil, 
still lives in the house where 
he was born.' 


EACH SUMMER SHE clears 


out the canned goods of last 
year to make room for the 
new crop of fruit and vege- 
tables. The "clearing out" is 
done by giving the food away. 


She spreads a big table for 


visitors, s o m e 80 to 100 
Southland hunters who drive 
up for rabbit hunts testify to 
this. In the early days, the 
ranchers kept a pack of dogs 
to keep the jack-rabbits out 
of mischief, but now, periodi- 
cally, the ranch is open to 
hunters. 


MOTHER TRACY has not 


let up in meeting new chal- 
lenges and her sprightly con- 
versation turns constantly to 
a project now very dear to 
her—a protege. 


This young man is the latest 


of more than 16 youths from 
broken homes whom she has 
guided into useful manhood 
by sharing her ranch and 
family life with them. 


James, who she is helping 


at present, was told to put 
down his hoe when she dis- 
covered his remarkable talent 
for freehand drawing. 


N o w attending Pasadena 


City College, James receives 
weekly packages of oranges, 
chickens, smoked t u r k e y , 
apples, nuts or home-baked 
goodies Mother Tracy sends 
him "to make him feel wanted 
and belonging." In turn she 
requires him to send 
her, 


weekly, two drawings suitable 
for greeting cards. These, she 
explains, are then printed in 
color to add to the supply 
already on hand and in popu- 
lar demand. 


The challenge of it whets 


her pioneer spirit, hut her 
deepest interest is in the wel- 
fare of "her boy." 
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Lusterware: An Ancient Art

a USTERWARE vases, pic- 
" lured with this article, 
are 
examples 
of 
an 
art 


thought to have been de- 
veloped centuries ago. These 
matched vases are known to 
be at least 140 years old and 
are the property of Mrs. R. E. 
Hagenbruch, 212 Mira Mar 
Ave., given to her by friends 
in New York State many 
years ago. 


A deep mellow bronze in 


color, they are of the type 
known as "gold" luslerware, 
with 
a 
painted 
turquoise 


band around the base of each 
one. Although the maker of 
these two pieces is not cer- 
tain, the Wedgwood influence 
is evident in the raised de- 
signs on the bases consisting 
of canary-yellow baskets of 
flowers. 


Lusterware is a china de- 


orated or fully covered with 
a shiny metallic color. It is 
most commonly divided into 
three classes, silver, gold, 
and copper. The lusters are 
made by certain processes 
which use metallic oxides. 
Silver lusterware 
is 
made 


from platinum oxide; gold, 
with sometimes bits of tin, 
iron or copper, produce all 
other effects from the tleep 
bronze tones of the above 
vases, to pale copper, pink, 
moonglow, 
deep 
p u r p l e , 


mottled 
"Sunderland" a n d 


others. 


LUSTERWARE IS thought 


to have originated either in 
China or Persia. There is a 
story that this gorgeous ware 
was a direct result of the Mo- 
hammedan y e a r n i n g for 
beauty 
and self-expression. 


The Koran strictly 
forbids 


any representation of living 
beings in any form; sculptur- 
ing, pictorial art, even house- 
hold ornaments are restricted 
to purely conventional mo- 
tives 
or 
the 
simplest 
of 


nature-forms. But the Asiatic 
love of color and ornamenta- 
tion persisted, 
and 
efforts 


were constantly made to imi- 
tate 
jewel-tones 
and 
the 


bright 
sheens 
of 
precious 


metals. 


These 
ancient 
craftsmen 


were eventually able to im- 
part a metallic or pearl-like 
radiance to the outer surfaces 
of ceramic wares. This be- 
came a beautiful and delicate 
form of art, and produced 
different 
effects, 
such 
as 


jade, 
r u b y , 
gold, 
silver, 


mother-of-pearl and otheis. 


TO BRING lusterware back 


to more "modern" times, a 
man by the name of John 
Hancock, who worked in the 
Spode factories in 1800, is 
credited 
with making 
the 


first commercial lusterware. 
Other potters in Leeds, Bris- 
tol, S u n d e r l a n d , Stafford- 
shire, Belleek, and Swansea 
s o o n 
followed, 
including 


Wedgwood, whose pink lus- 
ter "shells" arc 
collectors' 


items. Many makers of old 
lusterware are known, but 
marked pieces are very rare. 
This ware was never made in 
America. 


English factories are still 


turning out lusterware. Many 
old pieces are being honestly 
reproduced, with no decep- 
tion being intended. Good old 
English luster, made before 
J850, is heavier than 
the 


newer pieces. It is also very

E TO GO on a day 


off, or on a weekend? 


The S o u t h l a n d traveler 


probably has greater selectiv- 
ity than any person living 
anywhere else. Ninety min- 
utes will take him to the sea, 
the mountains or the desert. 


The d e s e r t ? Certainly. 


Nothing can match a pleasant 
fall day in the desert, and a 
nice place to go these days is 
the great 'Mojave Valley in 
n o r t h e r n San Bernardino 
County—up and over Cajon 
Pass on Hwy. 66 to Hesperia, 
Victorville, Barstow; off Hwy. 
66 at Victorville (Hwy. 18) to 
such points as Apple Valley 
and 
Lucerne Valley; or 9 


miles east of Barstow (Hwy. 
91) to Walter Knott's Calico 
Ghost Town. 


Calico got its start in the 


1880s when silver was dis- 
covered in the near-by Calico 
mountains, and $86 million in 
the metal was mined before 
the veins petered out. Borax 
was found a little later in 
Mule Canyon. A fire ravaged 
the town in 1887, and all that 
remained until a few years 
ago was a handful of adobe 
ruins, abandoned mine shafts 
and sun-bleached frame build- 
ings. Knott, attempting (and 
doing a fine job) to restore it 
to its original glory, has made . 
it a major tourist attraction 
— despite the fact that his 
"saloons" dispense soda pop 
instead of the hard likker the 
miners demanded and got. 


If you are a camera fan, a 


rockhound, an antique collec- 
tor, or just out to have a 
good time, you'll probably 
have a ball in the Calico foot- 
hills or in Calico with its 
miniature narrow gauge rail- 
way, 
curio 
shops, 
under- 


ground mine tours and other 
attractions. 


Yeah, man, there's plenty 


of parking space!

AERIAL 
traffic 
violators 


•^^ over Santa Ana and vi- 
cinity are likely to be nabbed 
by a self-taught pilot who has 
since shown more than 20,- 
000 others how to fly. 


Likewise, when a boat is 


missing offshore or a hiker 
is lost in the mountains, Capt. 
J.W. (Johnnie) Martin if the 
Orange County Sheriff's Aero 
Squadron probably will be at 
the head of the air search and 
rescue party. 


And like the other 35 pilots 


in the squadron, Martin re- 
ceives not a nickel for his 
services on these missions of 
mercy or law enforcement. 
The Aero Squadron is strictly 
voluntary. 
The county pays 


expenses only when the pilots 
are actually under orders. 


SUCH CIVIC SERVICE is 


typical of Johnnie Martin, 
now 61. He has belived that 
responsibility is an essential 
ingredient 
of 
the 
aviation 


industry since the day he 
taught himself to fly in a 
World War I "Jenny" some 
40 years ago. 


One of his proudest boasts 


is Uiat he and his brothers 
were granted exclusive rights 
to the old Irvine Ranch air 
strip not long after t h e y 
started the Martin School of 
Aviation there in 1921. 


"The Irvines saw we were 


operating a serious business 
and not a 
flying 
circus," 


Martin recalls. "They turned 
the property over for use as a 
public airport on condition 
that we would operate it." 


TODAY, MARTIN operates 


the school, m a i n t e n a n c e 
shops, sales a g e n c i e s for 
Piper and Beech a i r c r a f t , 


• fueling facilities, charter trips, 
storage and other services, 
but the beneficial monopoly 
no longer exists. 


Since Orange County Air- 


port reconverted to civil use 
from its status as a P-38 
fighter strip during World 


War II, competing services 
have sprung up on the field. 
Martin believes this is all to 
the good. 


"Competition is good for 


everybody," he m a i n t a i n s . 
"It helps us all to grow." 


Flying instruction is not the 


only aviation field in which 
Johnnie Martin pioneered. In 
1928 he took leave of absence 
from the school to take a job 
with Standard Airlines, the 
embyronic f o r e r u n n e r of 
American 
Airlines, 
thereby 


qualifying as one of the first 
airline pilots in the nation. 


"That was back in the days 


of what we called the air-rail 
line," Martin recalls. 
"We 


flew single engine Fokkers at 
first, and then Fairchild tri- 
moters, in short hops broken 
by segments of rail travel. 


"We would take a passen- 


ger 
from 
Los Angeles 
to 


Phoenix in one jump, and 
then in another flight to El 
Paso. 
Then the 
passenger 


would take a train to Fort 
Worth, where another airline 
would take him farther east 
to a New York rail con- 
nection." 


The L.A. - to - Phoenix seg- 


ment took four and a half 
hours, Martin r e m e m b e r s . 
Now, he points out, com- 
mercial 
jet 
transports fly 


coast-to coast in the same 
length of time. 


The airlines no longer hold 


a lure for Johnnie Martin. He 
is back again where he be- 
lieves he can best advance 
the cause of aviation. But it 
all dates back to that day in 
1920 
when he soloed 
his 


newly-purchased JN-4 biplane 
after only a few hours of 
observation. 


"I would have given a 


million .dollars to get out of 
that plane while it was in the 
air," he admits. "But I'm glad 
I took it up. I learned re- 
sponsibility the hard way."

Go-Togethers Spark the Garden 


Discovery of two or more 


plants that go well together 
is always a happy event for 
the gardener. For while many 
plants mix, there are some 
that seem made for each 
other's company. And these 
can make the big difference 
between any garden and a 
very special garden. 


It is with good reason, 


therefore, that members of 
the California Association of 
Nurserymen are ever on the 
alert for these go-togethers. 
They seek them not only for 
their own gardens but to pass 
on to their customers. 


One combination that's al- 


ways popular for the rear of 
a sunny border is the tall 
spikes of blue delphinium 
with those of the fiery Red 
Hot Pokers. They are all the 
more striking when planted 
against 
the defining 
back- 


ground of a fence or wall. 


Daffodils of any color are 


the better for a cover planting 
of blue violas and white; Car-, 


pet-of-Snow 
alyssum. T h e 


giant yellow trumpets of King 
Alfred 
are 
especially 
en- 


hanced 
when blooming on 


stems that push up through 
this combination. Plant the 
cover soon after you plant 
the bulbs. Also with bulbs, 
try pansies as a base plant- 
ing for tulips. 


Along a walk or in the 


front of a foundation border, 
a combination of gray-white 
Dusty Miller and coppery-red 
fiberous begonias always ap- 
peal. For variation, try Dusty 
Miller on one side of a walk, 
the begonias on the other. 


Try flowering fruit trees 


over spring blooming bulbs 
or flowering fruits over pink 
and white azaleas. You won't 
always 
find 
varieties 
that 


bloom at just the same time, 
but you won't lack for fun 
while you work it out. Your 
nurseryman can give you the 
best advice about what and 
when to plant 
go-together

Special digging tools may

You CAN HAVE flowers 


in 
your 
garden, 
and 


home, practically every day 
of the year, Southern Califor- 
nia is profctrbly the only sec- 
tion of the United States 
where this miracle of horti- 
culture is possible. The se- 
cret consists 
of intelligent 


plant selection. 


Many plants serve a dual 


purpose:. They are colorful in 
the outdoor garden and may 
also be used to advantage 
for decorating the interior of 
your home. Not all varieties, 
of course, will hold up after 
being removed from the par- 
ent plant. 


ONE IMPORTANT factor 


in keeping plants flowering is 
to remove ull full bloom blos- 
soms before they go to seed. 
In the first place, flowers that 
have lost their vigor are sel- 
dom an attractive sight. 
In 


the second place, a plant ex- 
erts 
tremendous 
effort 
to 


manufacture seeds; thus sacri- 


ficing future floral produc- 
tion. 


A VERY POPULAR annual 


that flowers on an ail-year 
basis is the calendula. 
Its 


name, supposedly d e r i v e d 
from the Greek word of cal- 
endar, indicates that the flow- 
ers appear every day during 
the calendar year. Very likely 
you can expect a few excep- 
tions but calendulas are very 
dependable producers. 
The 


flowers are splendid for love- 
ly shades of lemon and yel- 
low. Calendulas want a sunny 
exposure. They are excellent 
for cutting. 


Two varieties of pelargon- 


ium are also highly recom- 
mended for their ever-flower- 
ing characteristics. 
One is 


pelargonium horotorum which 


is the common geranium. It 
is often 
identified as the 


horse-shoe or fish geranium 
(due to the odor 
of the 


leaves). 
Another pelargon- 


ium variety, peltatum, is the 
ivy-leaved type and is well 
suited to Southern California 
growing 
conditions. 
T h e 


weak period for these two 
subjects is during the winter 
season but even then you can 
expect a fairly intermittent 
flowering program. 


Other varieties that will 


prove 
valuable for adding 


color to your scene through- 
out the year include: Eu- 
phorbia 
splendens, lantana, 


alyssum, begonia semperflor- 
ens, the Chinese forget-me- 
not, lobelias, verbenas, vinca, 
petunias statice pcrezi and 
salvia. 


G A R D E N TIPS for the 


week: Although certain fall 
bulbs are now available, don't 
be in too much of a hurry to 
plant. It is probably desirable 
to obtain planting stock early 
while you may have advan- 
tage of the best selection. But 
generally speaking, it is best 
to postpone "planting until the 
weather cools down some- 
what. This is especially true 
of tulips and hyacinths which 
prefer a cool starting soil. 


Fall, in this area, is the 


ideal planting time for lawn 
seeds. This is true for both 
renovating and starting new 
lawns. Therefore, better post- 
pone this job until the tem- 
perature moves down some- 
what. It is very difficult to 
obtain a good grass s t a n d 


during the hot weather. The 
soil must be kept constantly 
moist until the tiny seedlings 
are fairly well established.

November is an excellent 


month in which to start a 
new compost pile and I think 
there is nothing finer than 
compost for adding humus to 
all alkaline soil. 


Some people save grass 


clippings and add them to 
their compost piles but there 
is a definite danger of fungus 
in this p r a c t i c e . Actually, 
grass clippings are nothing 
but water and there is very 
little beneficial material in 
them. However, if you like to 
make them part of your com- 
post, add soil sulphur occa- 
sionally, spreading a layer of 
agricultural sulphur over the 
entire compost pile. This will 
offset 
fungus 
danger 
and 


hasten decomposition. 


Fallen oak leaves and pe- 


can leaves are beneficial since 
both 
contain 
tannic 
acid. 


Many things can be added to 
your compost pile . . . includ- 
ing grapefruit, old tomatoes, 
cabbage, grape seeds and rice 
hulls. 


Always keep your compost 


pile clean by disinfecting it 
occasionally with a copper- 
ether disinfectant.

A very serious actress

HEN i WAS LITTLE, my father taught 
me that open-mindedness was a vir- 


tue. "Try to appreciate an opposing view- 
point," he used to say. "It makes life more 
expansive." 


Several years later I had an opportunity to 


recall these words. One afternoon I told 
father that I would like to go to dramatic 
school and become an actress. He hit the roof. 
He sat me down for a long lecture on the dif- 
ficulties and fierce competition of show busi- 
ness. He was firmly against my going to 
dramatic school. 


I repeated the advice he had given me as a 


child: "Try to appreciate an opposing view- 
point. It makes life more expansive." That 
stopped him, and we made a bargain. I sug- 
gested I be given two years of dramatic train- 
ing. If after that time I hadn't made any 
important progress, I would enroll in a sec- 
retarial school and never again seek an acting 
career. 


Father agreed. Fortunately I got a job in a 


Umilon show within two'ycars and was on my 
way as an actress. I had dreams of becoming 
a great dramatic star and decided that I would 
act exclusively on the stage. No films for me. 
I was going to become a serious actress. 


Other Ideas 


My agent had other ideas. One day he in- 


troduced me, without my knowledge, to a film 
producer. When I found out what the man 
actually did—produce motion pictures—I 
exploded. I called my agent all the names I 
could think of. 


"I told you I'm not interested in movies," 


I screamed. "I want to become a serious 
actress. I'm not interested in films. How dare 
you take me here." 


My agent must have thought I was crazy. 


"You'll never get anywhere," he cautioned, 
"unless you keep an open mind." 
" That sentence struck a responsive chord. 
It reminded me of my father's words. I 
quickly backtracked. I apologized. And lucky 
that I did, for a few weeks later I was out of 
work, and soon broke. And if it hadn't been 
for that film producer, I probably would have 
starved. It was he who helped me get a job in 
films. 1 found myself under contract to the 
J. Arthur Rank Organization and then to 
20th Century-Fox in Hollywood. 


Nowadays I always remember to live with 


an open mind. It helps make life more ex- 
pansive, also more liveable.

Who is this man? 


A century ago he was condemned for treason 


This Monday will mark the 100th anniver- 
sary of the day this man was sentenced to 
death. The decision was carried out a month 
later, and he became the first American in 
peacetime to be convicted of treason and exe- 
cuted. Since his name often is on the lips of 
school children, this is a man you shoulil 
know. Can you identify him from these clues? 


1 Born in Connecticut in 1800, this man 
could say a relative came over on die May- 
flower. 
2 Although his death was sensational, he led 
a quiet life for most of his years. He went 
from one arduous task to another—shepherd, 
tanner, farmer, currier, surveyor, wool- 
dealer. 
3 A restless man, he had many aliases, but 
his favorite was "Nelson Hawkins." 
4 Twice married, he was the father of 20 
children. He joined five of his sons in Kansas 
because of his beliefs. But helping him carry 
out the plan that led to the gallows, three sons 
and two sons-in-law were killed. 
5 A devout Bible reader, "Hawkins" once 
studied for the ministry. Yet, in Kansas he 
was responsible for the murder of five men 
in one night, and later the deaths of several 
others. 
6 A political fanatic, he recruited, trained, 
and raised funds for what amounted to Ins 
own private army. 
7 Plans of his conspiracy filtered to the U.S. 
Secretary of War. No one moved lo stop 
"Hawkins" because the conspiracy seemed 
too incredible. However, he went into hid- 
ing and grew a beard to conceal his identity. 
8 On a Sunday night, with a 22-man army, 
he attacked a Federal arsenal. Hours of fight- 
ing ended with his capture by a company of 
U.S. Marines. Their commander: Col. Rob- 
ert E. Lee, with Lieut. J. E. B. Stuart as his 
aide. Ten of the little army were dead, five 
had escaped, and seven, now imprisoned, 
would be executed. 


Later, this controversial man grew a long beard. 


9 Convicted of treason, he was sentenced to 
be hanged in public. In December he rode 
to the execution grounds, seated on his own 
coffin. Gazing at the Southern countryside, 
he exclaimed, "This-fs a beautiful country." 
Among the military who heard this serene 
farewell were Maj. Thomas ]. (Stonewall) 
Jackson and John Wilkes Booth. His place 
in history became more permanent because 
of a marching song that carried millions into 
the Civil War. 
10 His long-cherished scheme was to set up 
a mountain stronghold that would facilitate 
the escape of fugitive slaves. The first—and 
last—step in this plan was his famous raid 
on the Federal arsenal at Harper's Ferry, 
Virginia.

THE NEW SMALL CARS 


by LLOYD SHEARER

I 


N THE HISTORY of the auto industry, 1959 will be 


recorded as the year small cars made big news. 


'How will these compact cars—those with a wheel- 


base of 106-109 inches—sell in today's market? 


G.M., Ford, and Chrysler, manufacturers respec- 


tively of the new Corvair, Falcon, and Valiant, expect 
to sell among them upwards of 500,000 units. If the 
pace of early sales continues, these expectations may 
he reached if not exceeded. 


For years the "Big 3" were reluctant to enter the 


compact car field for fear that I) the public would 
not go for the smaller economy car; 2) sales of the 
smaller cars would detract from the sales of their more 
profitable regular lines. 


What reluctantly forced them into the field was 


die steadily mounting sales of the German-built Volks- 
wagen, the French-built Renault, and the American- 
built Rambler and Lark, which this year, together with 
a few other imports, garnered an 18 per cent share of 
the U.S. auto market. 


In an effort to predict the possible future of the 


compact car in America, PARADE flew reporter Lloyd 
Shearer to Wolfsburg, Germany. His assignment: to 
interview Dr. Heinz Nordhoff, 60, president of Volks- 
wagenwerk, manufacturers of the No. 1 selling small 
car throughout the world. Here is his report: 


Q Do you think, Dr. Nordhoff, that the success of the 
Volkswagen in the U.S. is responsible for the intro- 
duction by the "Big 3" of compact cars into the Ameri- 
can market? 
A I wouldn't go so far as to say that. Our success, I 
think, helped make many of the American people 
small-car conscious. Other manufacturers then fol- 
lowed suit. This year, I understand, the sales of 
Ramblers and Larks in America will come close to 
450,000. Our sales in America since 1955 approxi- 
mate 450,000. Those are the kind of sales figures that 
start competitors thinking. [Rambler sales alone at 
mid-September were reported at nearly 350,000— 
more than double the previous year.] 


Q How well do you think the Corvair, Valiant, and 


Falcon will be accepted by the American public? 
A I think they will be tremendously successful. These 
cars offer style, comfort, and roominess; and comfort 
in transportation is necessary in America, where you 
have long distances. Moreover, they will operate at 
lower cost, lower upkeep. They will save space on 
streets and highways and in garages. In my opinion, 
Detroit has made a very sound decision. 


Q How will sales of compact cars uftecl sales of Volks- 
wagens and other foreign cars in the U.S.? After all, 
isn't someone apt to get hurt in this murkcl? 
A Our car is not a compact car. It is a smaller car and a 
cheaper car. And I do not expect our sales to be ad- 
versely aft'ected. They may even rise. Because—you 
take a great company like General Motors. 1 know it's 
a great company because I worked there in Michigan 
in the 1930s. A company like General Motors comes 
out wjth its Corvair. It lias an air-cooled engine in the 
rear. It's not very much different in basics from the 
engine that Dr.Ferdinand Porsche conceived 30 years 
ago and that we've been using in the Volkswagen. 
Something like that enhances our reputation. It can 
only do us good. 


Q Do you think the day of the middle-priced car in 
America is gradually drawing to a finish? 
A I just don't know. I think some of the old names 
will be hurt largely because the difference between 
them is so small. There are no bad or inefficient cars 
produced on the American market. All American cars 
are excellent. To the buyer it is a question of price and 
taste. I am now talking about the middle-priced cars 
as we've known them. They are all superb cars. How 
long any of them will remain is a guess. After all, who 
ever thought the Packard would disappear? 


Q Now that we're producing the compact car, is there 
any chance that more of these will be sold overseas? 
Will the compact car expand our overseas market? 
A The Corvair, the Falcon, the Valiant, the Rambler, 
the Lark—these cars, call them whatever you will, 
come closer to filling the transportation needs of Euro- 
peans than any other American-made cars. They have 


all the technical requirements, with their economy of 
operation, their lower horsepower, and they might very 
well become the desirable big cars of Europe. Today 
any European who buys a large American car does so 
for only one purpose—pure snobbery. Your compact 
cars will change this. 


Q Do you think the automobile in the U.S. is used 
primarily for transportation oi- as a sl'atus symbol? 
A I \vould say that, for the past few years, American | 
cars have been symbols of success and status. But all 
of that is changing now. I was in Rochester, Minne- 
sota, last year at the Mayo Clinic. I was also in other 
American cities, and I noticed that the standard of 
living is now so high that no one has to parade his 
wealth or his status by the size of his car. When only 
a very few people can buy a certain car, that car be- 
comcs.a symbol of wealth. But when you have thou- 
sands upon thousands of people who can afford the 
name, then it no longer reflects a particular economic 
status—all it reflects is a wonderful car that provides 
wonderful transportation. More and more Americans 
are using cars for transportation and not for psycho- 
logical crutches. 


Q How do you feel about the rear engine versus the 
front engine in compact cars? Ts there any advantage 
or disadvantage? 
A The Volkswagen, as you know, has the engine in the 
rear. So, too, do the Corvair, the small Fiat, and others. 
The rear engine does away with the tunnel on the 
floor of the car, which permits passage of the trans- 
mission and drive1 shaft from the front to the power 
wheels in the rear. As an engineer I can tell you that 
the rear engine is a sensible development. It is sensible 
also to have the whole unit compact, either in the 
front, driving the front wheels, or in the rear, driving 
the rear wheels. There is no good technical reason, in 
my opinion, for having an engine in the front propel 
the rear wheels. 


Q To what do you attribute the phenomenal world- 
wide success of the Volkswagen, and particularly the 
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huge success of llie Volkswagen in the U.S. market? 
A It is an honest value. We improve the car from year 
to year but we never rcstylc it radically, so that there 
is no great depreciation loss from year to year. Our. 
success in America we owe largely to the fact that 
Detroit a few years ago left the $1,500 car field un- 
covered. There were many persons in America who 
wanted a cheap second or a cheap first car—a car 
purely for basic transportation. Volkswagen filled the 
need. If there had been a similar American-made car 
at around $1,500 offering the same economy virtues, 
Volkswagen might never have gotten anywhere. We 
fill a need at a certain low price level. 


Q What is the future of the automobile, engine-wise 
and design-wise, as you see it in the next 10 years? 
A There will be a development, in the next 10 years of 
an engine that will utilize a very high compression 
ratio with low cost fuel. This will come about through 
the cooperation of the large oil companies with the 
large auto manufacturers. I do not see in the next 10 
years an atom-powered automobile or a gas turbine 
engine or the Diesel engine in most cars. I think auto- 
mobiles will not be too different from what they arc 
today. When you get compact cars as beautifully 
styled as the new ones in the U.S., cars that are styled 
for comfort as well as beauty—you arc pretty much 
getting to the optimum in design. 


Q Is there any possibility that the new compact cars 
put out by the Big 3 will cut sales of Volkswagens in 
America by 30 or 40 per cent? Or will the German 
wage differential always prove aii advantage? 
A I do not think the compact cars will lower our sales. 
Our workers average 75 cents an hour, which is a 
good deal less than the American workers get—but 
this wage differential makes it possible to export our 
car to America and still remain competitive. 


Q In your opinion, what mistakes hove American auto 
manufacturers made in the production, distribution, 
and advertising of American cars in the U.S.? 
A It would be very presumptuous of me to answer that 
question. After all, which one of us does not make 
mistakes? It is extremely difficult to judge the temper 
and times and tastes of Americans. Hindsight is so 
easy to come by, but at the time a major production 
and marketing decision must be made, that's extremely 
difficult. As far as we are concerned, I think I can 
say this. It was a mistake for Detroit to get out of the 
$1,500 field. If the $1,500 gap had not been left 
open, we would never have been able to make a success 
in America. 


I think some of the production people thought 


Americans wanted more than they really did in auto- 
mobiles. In the boom they overpriced themselves. They 
priced themselves out of the market. Now they have 
taken a sound step backward in the price field. They 
arc starting a new trend in the compact car field at a 
lower price. 


As regards advertising, that is one field in which 


Americans arc supreme. They know how to sell their 
wares. 


Q Do you welcome the competition of the new com- 
pact car, or do you view it with anxiety? 
A I welcome the new competition very much. Our 
Volkswagen output is sold out for the next seven or 
eight months, and I am not worrying. Not now. To- 
morrow—that may bring a different story.

Stop being a part-time citizen 


A new study course brings new blood—like these businessmen—to grass-roots politics

O 


N ELECTION DAY here, 20 Bethlehem business- 


men will chalk up a victory. All spring, they 


met over Thursday breakfast for instruction in the ins 
and outs of practical politics. All fall, many of them 
put their lessons into practice—by rounding up regis- 
trants, soliciting votes, raising funds for both parties. 
No matter how the votes are tallied, the amateur poli- 
ticians will have achieved their aim: to inject fresh 
blood into politics on the precinct level. 


Similar transfusions are taking place all across the 


U.S. With the aid of nine slim booklets called The 
Action Course in Practical Politics, Americans every- 
where are learning how to be full-time citizens. Pub- 
lished and distributed by the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, the nonpartisan course has been especially 
prepared for small groups meeting in offices, factory 
lunchrooms, and hotels. There students discover that 
democracy means working hard for votes. To date, 
more than -15,000 have learned the lesson. 


And, as in Bethlehem, they have been putting their 


lessons to work. All 20 of Bethlehem's "alumni" vol- 
unteered for some kind of party work. One served as 
chairman of the Northampton County Democratic fi- 
nance committee. Most cheerfully accepted such 


thankless tasks as chauffcuring voters to the polls and 
running a mimeograph machine. One man decided he 
was too old to start in party politics. But he persuaded 
his son to become a Democratic block captain. 


Results have been equally striking in other cities. 


In Minneapolis, the Chamber of Commerce set up 
nine study groups. Before half were completed, six 
students held party offices, nine others were helping to 
raise funds, and 20 more had become block workers. 


In Crecnsburg, Pa., a 20-man study group produced 


six candidates for local office. Five were students; the 
sixth was the wife of the discussion leader. She ran 
for school board after reading his pamphlets. 


In Springfield, Mo., the whole town went politics- 


happy; 11 courses were organized, including three by 
a Baptist church, two by the League of Women Voters, 
and one by a doctors' group. 


In New York, the Chase Manhattan Bank sent the 


teaching materials to 170 key U.S. banks, and in Syra- 
cuse, a course sponsored by 22 corporations produced 
nearly 600 graduates and a mark for all other com- 
munities to shoot at. 


The number of Americans eager to work at politics 


surprised even the course's sponsors. At last count, 
pamphlets were being distributed at the rate of 1,000 
sets a week. The course was in its fifth printing. Spon- 
sors predicted half a million graduates and more than 


1,000 "schools" before the course was one year old. 


In pioneering Bethlehem, 12 more study groups arc 


being planned. Discussion leaders will be drawn from 
the original class, one of die first in the nation. Cham- 
ber President Frank Marcon heard about the project 
last fall, had the students picked when the course was 
announced. Discussion leader Robert Snyder received 
his study materials in the mail February 12 at 7:30 
a.m., launched his first meeting half an hour later. 


The Green Freshmen 


At the beginning, most of Bethlehem's students de- 


scribed themselves as "fairly well-informed" on poli- 
tics. The class was divided equally among Democrats 
and Republicans, included a coal dealer, a neuro- 
surgeon, a housewife, and a bank president. It re- 
quired only a minute to show how little they really 
did know. Snyder asked how many could name the 
party leader in their neighborhood. Not one could. 
Neither, he admitted, could Snyder. 


Before the course ended, every student bad met, and 


discussed the problems of, his precinct leader (see 
photo). Lessons began with "The Individual in Poli- 
tics," later focussed on such basics as how party work- 
ers coax voters to the polls, how they decide which 
issues to emphasize, bow campaign funds are spent, 
where businessmen fit into the machinery.

'For too long, a handful has done the work* 


Before each meeting, students read the day's pam- 


phlet. Then they were given fictional "cases" dealing 
with typical problems of party organization, and they 
were asked to discuss them. One case, for example, 
centered around a buKinessman's attempt to propose a 
"good new candidate" for his party's ticket. A party 
leader explained why parties prefer their own workers 
to newcomers: "It's like business. We like to promote 
from within." 


This case provoked a hot dispute in Bethlehem. 


Locally, Democrats outnumber Republicans 5 to 3 
and monopolize local office. Some Republicans feel the 
party's decline has resulted from its failure to nomi- 
nate strong candidates. In class, several party members 
said so. "But at least," said one Republican afterwards, 
"we know now that we can't expect to rush in and 
change things overnight." 


In theory, the course is supposed to steer clear of 


local issues. Discussion leader Snydcr struggled hard 
to keep out localisms, but students were always quick 
to draw local parallels. In fact, some students com- 
plained the course was not local enough; one lost inr 
terest when he was not permitted to sound off. 


But most students quickly found themselves fasci- 


nated by the "nuts and bolts" of politicking. On the 
morning of the third session, a six-inch snowfall nearly 
paralyzed die city. Nonetheless, 12 members slithered 
over snowy streets to class. 


Steady Visitor 


As the course went On, several dug deeply into 


recommended outside reading. One student, Dr. James 
R. Gay, visited all 25 political clubs in the county. By 
the time Democratic County Chairman Donald Sawyer 
and three Republican officials appeared at the final 
meeting, half die class volunteered for party work. 


Bodi parties accepted volunteers gladly. The pro- 


fessionals pointed to a crying need for workers to help 
in canvassing, registration, and fund-raising. Sawyer 
praised die course: "They got a real sure grasp of die 
fundamentals in a very short time." But he still was 
appalled at the students' lack of knowledge about local 
politics. When one complained that voters never had 
a chance to meet die candidates, Sawyer snapped: 
"Between September 1 and November 1, the Demo- 
crats will hold 146 rallies in this county. How many 
chances do you need?" 


This gap in knowledge, however, can be explained 


because students still are learning. Nationally, Cham- 
ber officials have been considering a follow-up pro- 
gram to fill some of the gaps. And the Chamber has 
been concentrating on businessmen who hang back 
from politics in the fear it might hurt business. 


Bethlehem's businessmen-graduates agree thai die 


best way a businessman—or any American—can ful- 
fill his obligations as a citizen is by organization and 
diligent work at die grass roots. Last fall, Democratic 
party workers numbered 2,100,000, Republicans 
1,000,000. Leaders of bodi parties have admitted that 
diis difference in organization was a major factor in 
die Congressional election results. 


"For too long," says Dr. Gay, one of Bethlehem's 


most avid graduates, "we've been letting a handful of 
people do all the work in politics. All the rest of as 
have done is give money sometimes and sit back and 
complain. I think we learned (hat if we don't pitch in 
with the tough jobs, we've nothing to gripe about. 
That's what I was doing for my party this fall."

HOLLYWOOD. 


Almost every star who appears regularly on a 
weekly television show calls it a "rat race." 


The story conferences, the sponsor taboos, 


the casting problems, the too-short rehearsals 
—all end up in a ceaseless, panic-level as- 
sembly line, too often productive of monoto- 
nous mediocrity. 


The one "easy caper" in the TV acting 


game is known as the "emcee anthology bit." 


An example is the Alfred Hitchcock show, 


in which the roly-poly "Hitch" comes on- 
camera for a few seconds and says something 
like: "Tonight our program features the fasci- 
nating, gripping story of Sadie Glutz, a 
woman who knew what she wanted and had 
the equipment to get it." 


Other examples are the David Niven show, 


the Jane Wyman show, the General Electric 
Theatre with Ronald Reagan, the new Henry 
Fonda program, the Loretta Young show. 
Generally the master or mistress of ceremo- 
nies is a name well known to the public who 
owns a fat piece of the show and stars in a 
limited number of programs. 


The acting fraternity is particularly fond 


of TV anthologies because they call for a 
minimum amount of acting and arc worth 
large fortunes to the stars who own them. 
They can be released endlessly to TV stations 
all over the world, or sold outright to a net- 
work on a capital gains basis. Only a few 
months ago Loretta Young, one of the sharp- 
est, shrewdest personalities in show business, 
offered her backlog of more than 200'video 
films for a mere $5,000,000. 


The newest TV recruit doing the emcee 


anthology bit these days is cute, diminutive, 
froggy-voiced, veteran motion-picture star 
June Allyson. 


June is hostess of The Du Pont Show, 


telecast Monday nights over CBS-TV. 


This program in which June acts—"I'll do 


only nine of the 32 shows this season"—is 
owned by Four Star Television, Inc., a pro- 
duction company in turn owned by Dick 
Powell, Charles Boycr, and David Nivcn, all 
three of them long-time favorites. 


As all moviegoers know, June Allyson and 


Dick Powell have been married for 15 years, 
so June is now in the position of working for 
her husband. "And against my will," she says. 
"The big lug really conned me into doing this 
program." 
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As hostess of Du Pont show, TV anthology, 
June is seen on Monday nights over CBS. 


' 
According toy June, "I was very 


happy staying at home, taking care of 
Piim anil Ricky, our two children, and 
trying to be a good wife to Richard: I 
hadn't made a movie in a year, and that 
was fine with me, because 1) good 
scripts are hard to find these days, and 
2) I'm not as ambitions as I used to be. 
When 1 first came to Hollywood in 
1943, 'drive' was my middle name. All 
I wanted was success. Now all I want is 


I contentment. Anyway, contentment is 


what I had until earlier this year. 


"One night Richard came home with 


(lie announcement that he'd invited 
some of the Du Pont executives for 
dinner. Richard is up to his cars in 
television, you know. His Four Star out- 
lit has nine shows on the air, and we're 
always entertaining sponsors or spon- 
sors' wives or agency executives. And 
it's perfectly all right with me because 
I love being a hostess for my husband. 


"The Du Pont people came for din- 


ner," June continues, "and I was tlie 
charming little hostess, and everything 
went fine until the following morning. 
Then Stan Kaman from Richard's of- 
fice called up and said, 'Congratula- 
tions, Junie! You're'in!' 


"I didn't know what he was talking 


about. After all, Richard hadn't told me 
anything. 'What do you mean?' I asked. 
'Congratulations about what?' Stan 
hemmed and hawed and cleared his 
throat. 'I guess Dick'd better tell you.' 


The Mystery Story 


"That night Richard came home just 


as cheerful as you please. Ordinarily 
he's so tired he can just manage to 
crawl in the front door. This night he 
was flying on Cloud 9. 'June,' he be- 
gan, 'let's go out to eat.' I knew some- 
thing was cooking, but I wasn't about 
to let on. I played it straight." 


At the restaurant Dick Powell con- 


fessed to June that he had sold her into 
television as the star of a weekly an- 
thology series to be entitled The Du 
Pont Show with ]une Allyson. 


"But 1 don't want to go into televi- 


sion," June objected. "I'm happy stay- 
ing at home with the children." 


Powell persisted. He explained to 


June that she would have to work only 
41 days a year. ("A number," she says, 
"I later learned he drew out of a hat.") 
He gave June a pep talk on how much 
she would earn for so little work. In 
fact, he went so far as to paint a pic- 
ture of "a million laughs and no aggra- ' 
vations." 


"I let him rave on," June says, "be- 


cause I figured we'd have to make a 
pilot to sell the show, and I would mess 
it up so badly that no buyer would even 
come close to it. So I said real sweetly, 
'Okay, darling. You win. When do we 
make the pilot?' 


"That's when Richard let me have 


the clincher. 'Du Pont,'he said proudly, 
'bought the show without a pilot. They 
bought it on the basis of your name, 
and if you value your name as an actress 
then this has got to be the best show 
you can possibly turn out.' " 


Thus June Allyson was "conned" 


into the frenetic world of television—a 
world in which she quickly learned that 
a half-hour dramatic program (23 
minutes and 40 seconds without com- 
mercials) is machined out in five days. 
She also learned that in contrast to 
motion-picture production, where do- 
ing three pages of script is considered a 
day's work, television calls for shooting 
14, 15, 16 pages of script a day. 


Quality Counts 


More important yet, she learned that 


the overriding problem in TV produc- 
_Uon is how to combine speed with 
quality. 


"I decided right at the start," June 


says, "that I would not compromise on 
quality. The budget on this program is 
$50,000 a show, even more. I know 
Richard and his company are losing 
money on it. But I don't care. They'll 
make a fortune on the re-runs. Any- 
way, I demanded the best scripts and 
the best production staff Richard could 
get. Our producer, Al Cooperman, is 
brilliant. He knows the type of material 
the big stars want. 


"As a result we've got Ginger Rogers, 


Bettc Davis, Irene Dunne, Jane Powell, 
Ann Sothern, and a lot of others. And 
our top pay a show for these names is 
only $10,000. It's our material that 
brings them in. The programs we're 
turning out—we've already got 11 in 
the film can—are top-grade shows. I'm 
telling you we've got the best anthology 
series on the air, and ..." 


At this point 1 held up my hand. 
"Wait a minute," I cautioned. "You 


sound like a used-car salesman on TV 
instead of the happy housewife who's 
been shanghaied to do a show." 


June Allyson shook her lovely blonde 


head. "I know," she said. "Isn't it awr 
ful? I sound just like Richard. That's 
the trouble with being married to a con 
man. It's catching."

Why you do what you shouldn't

Two wet Is ago, 1 stood on a street corner 
and wilted for my wife one whole hour so 
we could get to an appointment. When she 
arrived, she said. 'Never again. Ill be on 
time from now on. Honest I will." 


Last week, I waited for her again—for 


41 minutes. Why does this sort of thing 
happen over and over? Why Jo we persist 
in breaking such rule* of behavior as 
"don't be late," "don't walk on the grass," 
"don't jaywalk," "don't litter the streets"? 


Certainly most of us must realize that 


by disregarding such rules, we male life 
less comfortable and more irritating to 
others. Yet, many people still persist in 
doing what they know they should not do. 


There are many reasons for the minor 


infraction, according to Dr. William 
Schumacher, Westport, Conn., psychi- 
atrist. His thoughts may help you toward 
greater self-understanding and in guiding 
your children. 


1) You may not really IE note tchafi 


urang. Some people simply never have 
learned—or been taught—right from 
wrong. They can't see anything wrong in 
allowing their leaves to blow onto a neigh- 
bor's place, or in strewing trssh at the 
picnic grounds. 


Either their parents or teachers have 


never stressed right and wrong in life's 
little repetitive situations, or tie teaching 
never really has sunk in. 


2) You may IraJ a rush-ruth lift. 


You know the type: nothing can wait, 
everything must be done in a hurry. These 
"do-it-now" types jaywalk with hardly a 


twist of conscience. Sometimes they 
weigh the pros and cons of slowing down 
—and of following the rule—then decide 
it fust isn't worth it. 


Actually, the U.S. has a tradition for 


the "do-it now" school. Delay is deadly to 
many Americans, and so the little rules 
just fall by the wayside. 


3) You may hate need to rebel, 


Some people associate rules whh authority, 
and authority with parents or teachers, 
against whom they feel a need to rebel. 


Don't misunderstand. These types don't 


consciously say, "I'm breaking a rule to 
defy my parents." However, something 
close to that Sashes across the innards of 
their minds—on an unconscious level. 


4) You may think the rule* abturd. 


Some people simply feel the rules make no 
sense. Thus they have no qualms about 
breaking them. Perhaps this is why Mari- 
lyn Monroe (above) sidesteps the rule, 
"be on time." For public as well as private 
appointments, Marilyn has been known to 
keep people waiting. 


Strictly speaking, some little rules lean 


over a bit far. It would be naive not to 
concede that. 


5) You may feel cupel-tor. There's 


the individual who believes the little rules 
are not made for him, he's above them. 


Somehow, he feels a bit aboYe and be- 


yond regulations. This can be a symptom 
of important emotional upset—but when 
it applies o«Jj to little rules and not to 
other more vital things in life, there's 
not much to worry about. 


Somewhat related is the meek soul who 


cannot be a non-conformist at home or at 


work. But he can by breaking a little rule 
"on the outside." 
i 


How to teach adherence to the rules? 


With most adults, it's probably too late. 
Ideally, children should be taught by par- 
ents, teachers, friends, and church coun- 
selors to adhere. They should be taught, 
too, by parental example—that is, parents 
must practice what they preach. 


Of course, children should not be 


threatened with serious punishment if 
they break a little rule now and again. But 
they should be taught to adhere, when 
possible, on the basis of thoughtfalness, 
consideration, plain, common decency, 
and regard for the other fellow. 


These, after all, are important ingredi- 


ents in a growing conscience. 


Sometimes, of course, you just have to 


break the rule. Let's say you are taking 
your pregnant wife to the hospital. You 
simply have to speed. Or you have a vital 
task to do at the office, or an unexpected 
family obligation, and just have to be late. 


Under such situations, obviously regu- 


lations should go by the boards. If they 
didn't, you'd be out of touch with reality. 


This brings us to another, and equally 


important, point. Occasional breaking of 
little rules rarely is an indicator of emo- 
tional upset. On the contrary, the occa- 
sional rule breaker is likely to be exhibit- 
ing fairly healthy behavior. He's showing 
that he can make a conscious choice. 


It's the nerer-break-a-rnfe or alwayv 


break-a-rule types who probably are In 
trouble. Their behavior may be compul- 
sive, and compulstveness can be a symp- 
tom of real emotional distress.
